A Alexander James(“A.J.”)McLean. 

McLean was born on January 9, 
1978, in West Palm Beach, 

Florida. The acting bug bit him 
young — he was 6 when he 
appeared in his first play (as 
Dopey in Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs). McLean was 
asked to join the Backstreet Boys 
in August 1992 when he was 14. 

B Brian Thomas Littrell. Littrell 
was born on February 20, 1975, in 
Lexington, Kentucky. He took 
eight weeks off from performing 
after having heart surgery in 1999.

C Cousins. When Kevin 
Richardson joined the Backstreet 
Boys, he called up Littrell, his 
cousin, and told him to audition. 
Littrell became the fifth member 
of the group. 

D Diamonds. The Backstreet Boys' 
first two U.S. albums have each 
achieved Diamond Award status 
from the Recording Industry 
Association of America. That means 
they've each sold more than 10 
million copies. 


B also stands for Billboard, the 

music-business magazine that 
awarded BSB four Billboard Music 
Awards in 1999 (Artist of the Year, 
Album of the Year, Albums Artist 


E “Everybody (Backstreet’s Back).” 
This No. 1 hit song from the group's 
first U.S. album has become 
BSB's unofficial anthem; they sing 
it at the end of every concert. 
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F Floyd. Hurricane Floyd 
postponed the opening of BSB's 
massive 1999 tour. It was the first 
time they ever missed a show. 

G Germany. This was the first 
country to go gaga for the Boys. 
"We've Got It Going On" hit the 
top 10 in Germany in 1995, 
becoming the Backstreet Boys' 
first Gold record. 

G also stands for Grammy Awards 

BSB received four 
of them in January 2000 (Record 
of the Year, Album of the Year, 
Best Pop Album and Best Pop 
Duo/Group with Vocal), giving 
the group a total of five so far.
